When tliat might be dared cannot be predicted because those Hoover cloned 
will for some time control the FBI and there is little prospect of surviving it poli- 
tically if one tangles with it. 

/is I see it we liave a choice between trying to/£ake the system work and just copping 
out. Because I regard any presidential assassi ation as having the effect of a coup d 1 
etat, the deepest subversion, and because there may be some future usefulness in what 
l am doing, 1 continue to do it, in whatever form I can. Recently it is in the form of 
the rogmig drafts of bool^n the slight prospect tliat without an agent or a publishser 
it might liappon. It is happening one I did a y ear ago, titled, with a descriptive 
subtitle, NEVER AG AIN ! A friend in public hing is going to publish it and I know no more. 

In an effort to round out the record for history I had quite a bit of "Inside the 
JFK Assassination Industry" in rough draft. Then Posner* s outrage appeared and I'Yq 
switched to tliat. It will help round out what is the thrust of my work, tliat in that 
time of great crisis, all the institutions failed and they continue to fail. I hope 1*11 
be here long enough to return to that. I anticipate tliat absent any new problme 1*11 have 
the Posner draft completed before long. T en -t a -|;i V e title, "Hoax," again with a descriptive 
subtitle. Host intendedly dishonest book I can recall. A mark for exposing. But everything 
takes time. And I*m tired and don^t have as much time as I*d like. (' 

In short, for my part I'm trying to make as mc/3h asxa of an accurate and honest 
record for history as I..^ah. If it is not published it will exist, and those who care 
enough will be able to find and use it. 

Although the Post lias far and away the best recor^bn this subject, it is not good. 

I told you of a hasty submission to oped. I think it is not expecting too much of reporters 
and editors to perceive without being promtped wliat 1 indicate in that piece, which I 
enclose. Yet to this moment I'm not aware of any attention to that ugly business of the 
endless media events on this subject. 


Why. the raajjpr media, which of courseincludes the Post has abdicated on this I can 
only conjecture and I have not and I do not now. J3ut that it did is without question and 
that today it does not care also is. It lias lost its interest in asking questions, too, 
and publishers are jUploiting that for truly outrageous commercializajriLon and exploitations 
t X) make dity money by merely hurting people who as a matter of fact have no real recourse 
or protection of any kind. ' 

Some time after^ publication I was sent this marked-up Publishers Weekly story. It 
it decent journalism for a trade publication to entirely ii^ore what I've highlighted, 
that a publisher is going to publish a book charging those who do not agr£e with its 
author who ^ know is not rational as accessories after the fact in the JlftT assassination? 

Or that no? one on any newspaper thought that was worthies asking about, asking if 
there is any real proof °4 such a nesty criminal allegation? Of course there isn't. Yet 
he is so confident of making money from it that he promises an intial hardback print 
of not less than $;0,000. (i was sent the page from his catalogue lasiNeek, not by him. 

He adds fraud, another crime, to what his book will say, and that also is impossible, 
save for the likes of liim and his author.
